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DETAILED ACTION 

Specification 

1 . The disclosure is objected to because of the following informalities: on page 6, line 10, it 
appears that "and" should be "an". 

Appropriate correction is required. 

Claim Objections 

2. The claims are objected to because they include reference characters which are not 
enclosed within parentheses. (See claim 14.) 

Reference characters corresponding to elements recited in the detailed description of the 
drawings and used in conjunction with the recitation of the same element or group of elements in 
the claims should be enclosed within parentheses so as to avoid confusion with other numbers or 
characters which may appear in the claims. See MPEP § 608.01(m). 

3. Claim 1 1 is objected to because of the following informalities: on line 3, it appears that 
"has" should be deleted. Appropriate correction is required. 

Claim Rejections - 35 USC § 102 

4. The following is a quotation of the appropriate paragraphs of 35 U.S.C. 102 that form the 
basis for the rejections under this section made in this Office action: 

A person shall be entitled to a patent unless - 

(b) the invention was patented or described in a printed publication in this or a foreign country or in public use or on 
sale in this country, more than one year prior to the date of application for patent in the United States. 

5. Claims 1-5 and 7-9 are rejected under 35 U.S.C. 102(b) as being anticipated by Scott. 
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Scott discloses a frame having a supporting member 7 proximate the top thereof, and a 
hanger bar 5 having a rear surface for mounting on a wall and an upwardly- facing frame 
supporting ramp surface 6. 

6. Claims 1 and 4-10 are rejected under 35 U.S.C. 102(b) as being anticipated by WasselL 
Wassell discloses a frame having a supporting member 48 proximate the top thereof, and 

a hanger bar 14 having a rear surface 50 for mounting on a wall and an upwardly-facing frame 
supporting ramp surface 54. 

Regarding claim 4, the downwardly-facing surface disclosed by Wassell is attached to the 
frame (see Fig. 3), but so is Applicant's (see Fig. 4). Therefore, if Applicant's downwardly- 
facing surface can be called "integral" with the frame, so can WasselPs. 

Claim Rejections - 35 USC § 103 

7. The following is a quotation of 35 U.S.C. 103(a) which forms the basis for all 
obviousness rejections set forth in this Office action: 

(a) A patent may not be obtained though the invention is not identically disclosed or described as set forth in 
section 102 of this title, if the differences between the subject matter sought to be patented and the prior art are 
such that the subject matter as a whole would have been obvious at the time the invention was made to a person 
having ordinary skill in the art to which said subject matter pertains. Patentability shall not be negatived by the 
manner in which the invention was made. 

8. Claims 1 1, 13, 17 and 18 are rejected under 35 U.S.C. 103(a) as being unpatentable over 
Wassell in view of Scott. 

Wassell discloses the invention substantially as claimed, as set forth above. Although not 
specifically labeled, Fig. 3 illustrates a conventional transparent sheet and backer member, such 
as are often used in picture frames. However, the hanger bar is not arranged to put pressure on 
the backer member. Scott teaches that it was known in the art to provide a hanger bar that puts 
pressure on the item in the frame, in order to secure it in position. (See page 1, lines 31-37.) It 
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would have been obvious to one having ordinary skill in the art at the time the invention was 
made to replace the hanger bar disclosed by Wassell with one like that taught by Scott, in order 
to put pressure on the item in the frame and assist in holding it in place. 

Allowable Subject Matter 

9. Claims 12 and 14-16 are objected to as being dependent upon a rejected base claim, but 
would be allowable if rewritten in independent form including all of the limitations of the base 
claim and any intervening claims. 

Claim Rejections - 35 USC § 112 

10. The following is a quotation of the second paragraph of 35 U.S.C. 1 12: 

The specification shall conclude with one or more claims particularly pointing out and distinctly claiming the 
subject matter which the applicant regards as his invention. . 

11. Claim 18 is rejected under 35 U.S.C. 112, second paragraph, as being indefinite for 
failing to particularly point out and distinctly claim the subject matter which applicant regards as 
the invention. 

There is no antecedent basis for "the supporting element." It appears that this claim was 
intended to depend from claim 17. 

Conclusion 

12. The prior art made of record and not relied upon is considered pertinent to applicant's 
disclosure.
